Tho author of thoso memoirs subsequently
learned that his father answored tho
halt advnncos of Bleyes to tho effoot
that whilo he was well awaro that the
stato ot tho country required prompt
remcdlos, ho had sworn to maintain tho Consti-

Arrhlng at Lyons
thoy woro Informed that Bonaparte, whom
evory one BUpposod to bo In Egypt had roaohod
that city on his way to Paris. On hearing the
news Gon. Marbot said: "Of courso I thought
they would bring him, but I nover suspected
that it would be so soon; thoy have played
thoir gamo woll. We shall see great events
come to pass. Now I am suro that I was right
In getting away from Paris: with tho army I
shall be ablo to sorva my country without be-

ing mixed up in a coup d'etat It may boas
nncossaryas It scorns, but I dlsllko It alto-
gether." It turned out that tho apartments
at tho hotel, which had boen ordered
a wcok beforehand for Gon. Marbot
had boon eivon to Gen. Bonaparte,
Qulck-tompore- d though he was, Marbot
said nothing, but tils courier mado so groat a
clamor that Bonaparte's nldos-do-cam- hear-
ing the fearful uproar nnd learning the cnuse
ot It told thelrchlot what had happened. Up to
that tlmo Bonnparto had known nothing of his
landlord's shabby behavior toward Marbot.
and fooling that tho latter, who had recently
been Commandant of Paris, and at that mo-
ment was at tho head of a division of the army
ot Italy, was too important a man for d

treatment he ordered one of his o (Boers to go
down at once and ask tho General to come and
shuro his lodging with him. But tho carriages
had gono on boforo the p could
spoak to Marbot so Bonaparte started at once
on foot in order to oxpross his regret In per-
son. Tho author of thoso memoirs tells us that
his father's suite woro all in the sitting room
of tho houso whero they had found quarters,
and his fathor was pacing up and down
plunged In meditation, whon suddenly a
waiter, throwing open both folding doors,
announced Gon. Bonnparto. On entering ho
run up to Marbot and embraced him. Ho was
rocolved courteously but coldly. As the two
were old acquaintances, it needed, ot course
only a few words to explain matters with re-

gard to the lodgings. They had much else to
tulk of, however, bo thoy went alone Into tho
bedroom, whero thoy conferred together for
moro than nn hour. When thoy camo out
Bonnparto nskod young Marbot ry cour-
teously for news of his mother, nnd compli-
mented him in a kind way on having takon uo
tho military caroor. Then gently pinching tho
boy's oar the flattering caress which he al-

ways emplqyod to porsons with whom he was
pleased ho said, addressing tho fathor:
"Here will he a second Gen. Mar-
bot somo day." At the time tho elder
Marbot cave no indication of what had passed
botwoen tils visitor and himself. But the son
learned. Inter on, that Bonaparte, without
netually botraying his schemes, had endoav-oro- d

by tho most adroit cajolery to enlist Mar-
bot on his sldo. The overtures, however, were
stoadily ovadod. When the next day Marbot
went to roturn Bonaparte's visit tho two
walked for a long time alono in the Httlo gar-
den of tho hotel, while tfiolr staffs kept at a
respectful distance. Our author tolls us that
no could soo them at one tlmo vigorously ges-
ticulating: at anothor, talking moro calmly:
proscntly Bonnparto, coming close to Marbot
with u coaxing air, took his arm in a friendly
fashion. It Is suggested that his motive was
probably to causo tho authorities In the court-
yard and the many curious spoctators crowd-
ing the neighboring windows to believe that
Gen. Marbot had assontod to his plans.

From Lyons Marbot proceeded to Nice, and
boforo ho had loft that town on his way to his
division, which was stationed In Llguria. he
received news of tho ovorthrow of tho Direct-
ory on tho 18th of Brumalro and the es-
tablishment of tho Consulate. Tno author

that his father's opinion ot tho Directo-
ry had not boon such as to muke him regret its
fall, but ho feared that in the Intoxication of
power Bonaparto. whon he hnd rostored order
In Franco, wouldfriot content himself with the
modest title of Consul, nnd prodlctod that be
fore long ho would want to make himself
king. UowaB only wrong as to thetltlo; In
four years' tjme Napoloon mndohlmsolt Em-
poror. Whatover may havo boon his present!-moot- s.

Gon. Marbot rejoiced at being absont
from Paris on the 18th of Brumalro; his son
bolioved that If ho had boon thero he would
have vigorously opposod Bonaparte's entor-prls- o.

But being on service at the head of a
division In the face ot the oneray. ho felt able
to take refuge In the passlvoobodlonce of a
soldier. He rojectod, it Booms, proposals
which sovoral Colonels and Gonorals made to
him to march cfa Paris at the head of their
troops. " Who." he askod. " wilt defend tho
frontlor If we desert it? And what will

ot Franco if tho ralsorles of n civil war
aro addod to our war atrniust tho foreigner?"
By this caution he kopt the oxoltemont among
his troops in chock, though at tho same tlmo
he felt apparently as Httlo sympathy as they
did with tho recent coup d'etat.

It will boromemborod that Mnssena main-
tained tho defencoot Genoa against the com-
bined attack of tho Austrlans by land and tho
English by sen, until his soldiers woro literally
starved to tho point of death, in ordor that
Ilonaparto mluht have tlmo to transport his
army across the Alps and form In Lombardy In
tho rear of tho Austrian. When the evacua-
tion was agreed upon, MassiJna doomed It of
such vital moment to tho First Consul that be
should have timely notice of tho treaty,
that ho Insisted on a safo conduct for two
aides-de-cam- p in order that If one fell ill
the othor might take on the dospntch. Young
Marbot.whoso father had latoly died in Genoa,
was selected for ono of theso envoys. When
thoy reached Milan Bonaparte spoke to young
Marbot with much sympathy of his recent loss
and promised If he behaved woll to act a
fathor'spart to him. Us never tired of ques-
tioning tho messengers as to what had hap-
pened at Genoa, and about tho ttroncth and
direction of tho Austrlun forcos which thoy,
hnd passed on their way to Milan. Tnoy wero
allowod to accompany the First Consul to
Montebollo, and on the battloflold ot Marongo
they were his orderly officers. Without enter-
ing Into tho details of this memorable fight
Marbot points out what Is well known, that
tho French wero on the verge ot defeat and
would probably havo been beaten If the Aus-
trian General Ott's 25,000 mon, who had been
besieging Gonoa, had come up before tho end
of tho battlo. Wo are told that Ilonaparto,
fearing that they would appear at any moment
was very anxious, and only recovered his spir-
its when tho French Infantry and tho cavalry
of Desaix had doclded the vlotory by repulsing
Zach's column ot grenadiers. Just then, no-
ticing that the horso which young Marbot rods
was slightly wounded In the leg, he took the
boy by tho ear and said, laughing, "Do you
oxpoctmeto lend you my horses for you to
treat them inthut nay?"

which Bonnparto was at tho bond. In regard
to this conspiracy ho gives somo dotallB. al.1

the more Interesting for never haWna been
publicly known. It 6eems that Bornn-dott- e

nnd Mbreau. jealous of tho First
Consul's rlso, had resolved to ovorthrow
him and plaoo themselves at tho hoad of tho
Government taking for their collcAgue some
one used to olvll administration, or some
clear-heade- d lawyer. To accomplish this ond

Bernadotto. who. as Marbot admits, had a
knack of winning the affection of officers and
soldiers, visited the provlncos throughout his
district, reviewing bodies of troops and em-

ploying every means to attach them moro
firmly to himself. Aftor having wrought tho
greater number of regiments to disaffection.
he managed, through subordinates, to organ-
ize a secret league which was joined by nearly
all the Colonels and a great number of
superior officers. Bornsdotto's principal
agents In this buslnoss woro his chiol oi
staff, a General of Brigade named Blmon,
and a Major named Fourcart It was arranged
that the garrison ot Itennes. consisting
of several regiments, should start tho mov-
ement which would then spread llko a train of
powder through all the divisions ot the army
All was ready for tho explosion whon Berna-dotte- 's

resolution failed. He preferred to get
his chestnuts out of the Ore with a cntsrnw.
Bo he persuaded Gen. Blmon and the chief con-

spirators that It was Indlsponsablo for him, In
order that ho might be In a position to bcIzo
tho reins ot Government on the spot to bo In
Paris at the moment whon tho deposition of
thoConsuls was proalatmod by tho forcos In
Brittany, which numbored somo 80,000 mon.
Before Bernadotte's departure for tho capital a
proclamation was drawn up. signed by him
and Moreau and nddrossod to tho peoplo
as well as to tho army. Many thou-
sands of copies, socrotoly prlntod by
a bookseller ot Bonnos. wore to bo
posted up on the eventful dny. Bornadotto.
however, desired to have a largo number of
ooples ot It In Paris, so that it might bo pub-

lished (thero tho moment the Army of the
West had raised the standard of revolt In
ordorto have a numbor of tho proclamations
at hand without compromising himself, ha
adopted tho following courso: Ho Invited
Marbot'B eldor brother, Adolpho, to accom-
pany htm to Paris, and advised him to havo
his horse and dog cart brought after him. But
after Adolphe Marbot had cono off In tho
coach. Gen. Blmon and Major Fourcart stopped
his servant on some pretence, and taking out
the luggage from tho dog cart roplaced It with
parcels of the proclamation.

Meanwhile the First Consul's pollco having
got wind of tho plot going forward in tho
Army of the West, contrived to frustrato it
Gen. Simon having been arrested mado a full
confession, which was sont off by oxpress to
Paris, but tho First Consul postponed tho ar-
rest of Bernadotto and Moronu for want of de-

cisive ovldenco. Inordortogot this ho gnvo
orders that all travellors coming from Brittany
should bo searched: so when tho servant ot
Adolpho Marbot reachcdVorsallles with tho dog
cart he was seized and tho proclamations were
discovered. In theso documents Bernadotto
and Moreau, after reprobating tho First Consul
iu very btrong terms, announcod his fall and
their own accession to powor. Bonaparto in a
fury sent for tho two Generals. Moreau said
that he had no authority over tho Army of tho
West and declined all responsibility for the
conduct ot tho regiments 03mposiug it His
objection manifestly had somo force, but it
made Bernadotte's position nil tho worso.
since ho. as Commandor-ln-Chle- f over all tho
troops in Brittany, was responsible for tho
maintcnanoo of good ordor among thorn. The
First Consul thought that Bornadotto would
be crushed and overwhelmed by tho discovery
ot the rebel proclamation. But ho had to do
With a Gascon. Bornadotto professod sur-
prise and indignation; ho know nothing ot it
absolutely nothing. Gon. Simon, ho said, was
a scoundrel. Ho dofled nny ono to show him
tho original of tho proclamation signed in his
own hand. Was it any fault of his. he nsked.
If some crazy tools had had his namo prlntod.
beneath the proclamation? Ho disavowed it
and tho guilty authors of all tho pro-
ceedings from tho bottom of his soul,
and yielded to no ono in domanding their
punishment Tho fact was that Bernadotto
had boon clovor onough to let Gen. Simon con-
duct tho wholo buslnoss without putting into
ills hand u single word of writing which might
comproroiso himsolf, thus rosorvlng to him-
self tho powor of disavowing everything in tho
event of a failure ot tho plot Bonaparte,
though convinced ot Bornadotto's guilt had
only half proofs, and upon thoso his Council ot
Ministers judgod that it was Impossible to base
an Indictment against a Comniandor-ln-Clilc- f

whoso namo was vory popular In tho country
and In the army. In the caso ot Adolphe Mar-
bot they were loss particular. He was arrostod
and imprisoned for somo time, Bernadotto re-

fusing, notwithstanding the fervent entreaties
ut viiu uui a illume, iu mtcifjuau uu ins UUI1U11,

It was Bonaparte who rostored him to liberty,
though bo nover took him back into favor.

An instnnco of the sovorlty with which Bona-

parto enforced his regulations, oven in tho
case of his favorites, is rocountod on pago 141
of tho first volumo. After his olovatlon to tho
Consulate Bonaparte had formed a numerous
guard, tho Infantry of which he placed under
the command of Gon. Lannos. He, though a
distinguished soldier, had no idea of adminis-
tration; so Instead ot koeplrtg to the estab-
lished rate for tho purchase of cloth, linen, and
such matorlals. he thought that nothing could
bo good enough for his mon. Consequently
the officials ot tho clothing departmont

at being ablo to deal with the purvey-
ors by prlvato contract whereby thoy rnlpht
obtain commissions, and further, thinking
that the name of Gen. Lnnnea, friend
of tho First Consul, would cover any
amount ot plundering, ordered such luxurious
uuiiuniid timv wneu u cmuo to paying me
bills thoy woro foundto bo 1100.000 francs in
excess of the sum allowed by tho regulations.
Tho First Consul, who had resolved to bring
the finances Into order, and to compol the
commanders ot regiments not to exceed the
credits sanctioned, was determined to mnko
an example. Fond nB ho was ot Lunnos, and
though oonvlnced that not a centime had gono
Into his pocket he doclnred him responsible
for the deficit of 300.000 francs, and allowod
him only eight days to pay this siyn Into tho
regimental chest under ponalty ot being
brought before acourt martial. This rigorous
decision produced an excellent effect putting
a stop to tho waste which had boon going on
In regimental expenditures. But Lannes.
although recently married to tho daughter ot
a rich tienator, found It Impossible to
pay.

of Jollachlch's army nows which, owing
to tho rapid match of ovents. was not llkoly to
havo jot reached Prussia, Ho took tho follow-
ing means to obtain this end! Duroc. tho
Marshal of the Housohold, after giving Marbot
and another of Augoroau's no-

tloo of what thoy wcro oxpocted to do. had all
tho Austrian colors which tho two young off-

pying. Borne hours afterward, when Napoleon
was talking In his study with Von Haugwltz.

days before. Th Emperor, on hoarlng
music in tho courtyard of his house, feigned
astonishment nnd wont to tho window, fol-

lowed by tho Ambassador. Seeing tho trophies
borno by tho surgeants, ho callod tho p

on duty and askod what It nil meant
Tho answer was that there wero two nldos-do-cam- p

of Marshal Augorcau, who woro com-
ing to bring tho Emporor tho colors ot Jollach-
lch's Austrian nrmy, which had boon captured
at Bregonz. They woro ordored to enter thon
and thcro without watting, and, as It he hnd
nover soon thorn, Napoloon rocolved tho letter
of Augoreau, which had boon sonlod up. and
read it although ho had known the contents
for four days. Then ho quostlonod thorn, mak-
ing thorn ontor Into tho mlnutost dotalls. Du-
roc hnd cautioned thorn to spoak loud, bocauso
the Prussian Ambnssadorwas n Httlo deaf. As
one ot tho aides-de-cam- p had lost
his voice. It was Marbot who had to
answer tho r.mperor, nnd. seeing his
plan, ho depicted In the most vivid colors
tho dofoat of the Austrlans. thoir dojectlon.
nnd tho enthusiasm of tho Froneh troops.
Thon presenting tho trophies one aftor an-
other, ho nainod all tho roglnionts to which they
had bolongod, laying a spoctal stress upon two,
tho capture of which was llkoly to produce the
groatcst effect upon tho Prussian Ambassa-
dor. "Hero," said Marbot. "aro tho colors ot
tho Emperor of Austria's own roglmont of In-

fantry; thcro Is tho standard of his brother's.
thoArchduko Charles's Uhlans." Napoleon's
eyos sparkled and scorned to say. " Well done,
young man." Thon he dlsmlssod tho aides- -
nn.,qmn nml ne 11, n .pah t m.t tlm. 1... ! Iil.
saytotho Ambassador, "You sco. Count my
nrmios aro winning at all points; the Austrian
army Is annihilated, and very soon tho ltus-Bla- n

nrmy will bo. too." Von Haupwltz
appeared greatly upsot and as Boon as
tho aldos-do-cam- p woro out ot tho room Duroo
said to thorn. "This evonlng tho diplomat
will wrlto to Berlin to Inform his Government
of the destruction of Jellnchlch'sarmy. This
will Bomowhnt cnlm tho mind of thoso who are
keen for war with us. and will glvo tho King of
Prussia fresh reasons for temporizing, which
is what tho Emporor ardently dosircs." Tho
comedy having boon ployed. Napoloon wished
to got rid of an awkwatd witness who might
roport tho positions of his forces, and so hinted
to tho Ambassador that his stay botwoon two
armies all ready for an engagoment might bo
a Httlo unsafo for him. Tho next day tho Em-
poror said nothing to tho p about
their performance of tho day boforo, but
wishing, no doubt, to evince his satisfaction
at tho way in which thoy had carriod out his
idea, pinched Marbot's ear, which, with him,
as wo havo said, was a sort of caress.

Marbot was a witness of tho battlo of Austcr-lilx.an- d

somo of the incldonts which ho related
aro well worth reproducing. Ho saw the
dreadful destruction of tho Russians through
tho breaking of tho ico on tho Satschan Lake.
Tho Ico. it scorns, was vory thick, and five or
six thousand men, keeping samo kind of order.
had reached tho middlo of tho lnko when Na-
poloon. calling up tho artllloryot his guards,
gavo tho ordor to llro upon tho glistening sur-fnc- e.

It broke at countless points, and a
mighty cracking was heard. Tho water oozing
through tho fissures soon covorod tho floes,
and Marbot behold thousands ot Itusslans,
with their horses, guns, nnd wagons, slowly
sottlo down into tho depths. It wub a horrid
bpoctaclo, which engraved It self upon his
momory. Wo aro also told of tho peculiar

with which tho French troopers at-
tacked tho "Noblo Guard." This
regiment composed of tho most brilliant of
tho young Kussiuu nobility, lost heavily be-

cause, tho swaggerin which they had indulgod
against tho French having como to tho oars ot
Napoloon's soldiors. thoso, and above all tho
mounted grenadiers, attackod thom with fury,
shouting, as they passod tliolr groat sabres
through their bodies: " Wo will glvo tho
ladles of St. Petersburg something to cry fori"

It will bo remembered that tho painter,
Gerard. In his plcturo of tho battlo of Auster-litz- ,

has taken for his subject tho moment
when Gon. Ilapp, coming wounded out of tho
fight and covered with bis enemies' blood nnd
bis own. Is presenting to the Emporor tho flags
just captured and his prisoner. Prince Itcpuin,
commander ot tho Noblo Guard. Tho author
ot thoso memoirs wns presont nt this impos-
ing spectnolc.and ho assures us that tho artist
hasdoplctoditwith wonderful accuracy. All
the heads, ho says, aro portraits, even that ot
tno uravo cnabsour, who. making no com-
plaint though ho had been Bhot through the
body, had tho courago to como up to tho Em-
peror and foil Btono dead as ho presonted tho
standard which ho hnd just takon. It was
Napoleon who, wishing to honor his
momory, ordorod tho palntor to And a
placo for him in his composition. In
tho plcturo also may bo seen a. mamo-luk- o

who is carrying in one hand nn onomy's
flag and holds in tho other tho bridlo ot his
dying horso. Marbot tolls ub that this man
was namod Mustapha. and was well known in
tho Guard for his courago and ferocity. Dur-
ing tho chargo ho had pursuod tho Grand
Duko Constantino, who only got rid ot him by
a pistol shot which severely wounded tho
mamoluko's horso. MuMnphn, grtcvod at hav-
ing only a standard to offer tho Emperor, said
lnhlsbrokon Froneh as lioproscntod It: "Ah,
It mo catch Prfnco Constantino, mo cut him
head off nnd bring it to Emporor." Nanoloon
disgusted, replied: "Will you hold your
tongue, you savngol"

French Imperial Guard who fell at Austorlitz,
was Gon. Morlund. Tho Into of his body was
a strange ono. Napoloon, always on tho look-
out for anything thnt might kindln tho spirit
ot emulation among the troops, dooldod that
Gen. Morland'H body should bo placed in tho
memorial building which ho propobed to eroct
on tho Esplanado des Invalldos at Paris. Tho
surgeons having noltlior tho tlmo nor thn ma-
terials necessary to embalm tho Gonernl's
body on tho battloflold. put It Into a barrol ot
rum, which was transported to tho Froneh
capital. But eubsoquont ovonts havlncr
delayed tho construction ot tho monu-
ment dostlned for Gon. Morland, tho barrol In
which he had beon placed was still standing in
one ot the rooms ot tho School ot Modlclne
when Napoleon lost tho empire In 1814, Not
long aftorward tho barrol broke, through do-ca- y,

nnd peoplo wcro much surprised to find
that tho rum had mado tho Genoral's mous-
taches grow to such an extraordinary oxtont
that thoy foil below his waist. The corpso was
In pcrfoct preservation, but In order to get pos-

About the battlo of Jena, also, Marbot has

something new Hnd Interesting to nnrrnto.
Neither Thiers nor liiifrey soonis to havo
any inkling of tho way In which Napoleon
learnodhow to got his tioopson to tho

a height commanding the town ot
Jdna. This hill is very steep on tho side to-

ward Jens, and the only road existing there Is
that to Wolmar through tho Muhltahl. a long
and difficult passage, tho oxlt from which was
guarded by Haxon troops in alliance with tho
Prussians. Within a cannon Bhot in roar
of them part of the Prussian army was
drawn up In line. Tho Emperor, sup-posi-

himself abo to reach tho enemy
only by this passage, was preparod for hoavy
losses in employing It lor It did not seam poa .

slblo to turn the Prussian position. But Napo-
loon's luck turnlshed him with An unexpected
means. A parson ot the town ot Je'na, excited
by tho 'right ot tho conflagration which wns
dovourlng It. and regarding the Prussians as
tho coercors of his sovereign nnd tho enemies
of Saxony, thought ho might alvo Napoloon
tho moans ot driving thom from tho land by
pointing out to him a little path which Infantry
could uso to climb the stocpsldosottho

Ho therotoro guided n detach-
ment of voltlgours and somo staff officers up
to the placo'whlch tho Prussians, thinking tho
ascent Impracticable, hnd omlttod to guard.
On the strength of tho roport mndo by the ofll-

cors Napoleon want up tlioro himsolf, accom-
panied by Marshal Lannes and guided by tho
Saxon parson. Having observed that betwoon
tho highest point ot tho path and tho plain
which tho enomy ocoupled thcro cxtstod
n little rocky platform, tho Emporor resolvod
to asscmblo thero a portion ot his troops who
might Issue from It as from a citadel to attaok
tho Prussians. Tho difficulty of tho task was
such that In Marbot's opinion no ono but Na-

poleon commanding Frenchmen could havo
surmounted it but ho sont at onao for 4.000
pioneering tools from tho wagons of tho

nnd artillery, and ordorod that evory
battalion should work In turn for an hour at
widening and lovotllng tho path, and that as
each flnishod Its work It should go nnd form
up silently on tho Landgrafonbcrg. whilo
another took its place. Thoy woro lighted nt
thoir work by torches, tho light ot which was
concealed from thn encmioi' oyes by tho blaze
ot Je'na. Tho nights being long nt that poriod
of tho year (Oct 1.')). tho French had tlmo
to mako tho climb praotlcablo not only
for the columns of infantry but oven for
tho wagons and nrtlllory, so that beforo day-
light tho corps of Lannos and Boult nnd Augo-reau- 's

first division, togothor .with tho foot
guards, wcro massed on tho Landgrafonborg.
The term massed was novor moro corroctlr
used, for tho breasts of tho men of each rogl-
ment woro almost touching the backs of thoso
in front ot thom. But tho troops were so well
disciplined that In spite ot the darkness nnd
tho packing of more than 40,000 men on that
narrow platform tlioro was not tho least dlsor-do- r.

nnd although tho enomy woro only halt a
cannon shot off thoy pcrcelvod nothing. On
tho morning of Oct 14 a thick fog covered tho
country nnu invoren rtnpoicon s movomonts.
Augercnu's socond division mado a feigned
attack, advancing from JCna through tho
Muhltnhl by tho Weimar road. Believing this
to bo tho only point by which tho French
could Issue from Jena, tho enemy had colloctcd.
as wo havo said, a consldornblo forco there. But
whilo tho Prussians wero preparing to dofend
this narrow passage with vigor, the French Em-
peror caused tho troops which ho had massed
on tho Landgrafonboru during tho night to
dobouchlnto tho plain and drew them up In
ordor of battlo. Tho first cannon shots, ntdod
by a light breeze, dispersed the fog, tho sun
Ehono out brilliantly, nnd tho Prussians etood
nghast at seotng tho French army deployed In
lino In their front nnd advancing to tho con-
test. They could not understand how tho
Froneh had nrrivod on tho plain whilo they be-

lieved them nt tho furthor end of tho Je'na
vulloy.'with no othor menns of getting at tho
Prussian position excopt tho Weimar road,
which was carofully defended. Napoleon en-
gaged without loss ot time, and tho first lino
of tho Prussians nnd Saxons, undor tho Princo
of Hohenlohe. wns forced to glvo way.

Tho Jt3na parson, who had rendered such
valuable Gervlco. was richly rowarded by tho
Emperor nnd also by tho Elector of Saxony
whon. as tho result of tho victories of Napo-
loon, who soon becamo hisally.ho had become
a King. The parson lived peacoably In Saxony
4H1 lflU .l.lu t 1.. - ..... u lu,4 huju no iuuk. ruiuKQ in
France to oscapo tho vengeance of the Prus-
sians. They carriod him off. however, nnd
imprisoned him In n fortress for two or three
j oars, when tho King of Saxony Intorcodod in
his favor with Louis XVIII., who claimed tho
parson as having been arrostod without
authority. The Prussians agreed to rolease
him, and ho came to live in Paris.

Tho next striking passago of thoso momolrs

relatos to tho battlo of Frlodlanl at which
again tho nuthor hnd tho good fortune
to bo prosent as p on the
staff of Marshal Lannos. It wns on tho morn-
ing of Juno 14. 1807. that Marshal Lannes
with 10,000 mon, subsoquently assisted by
the corps of Marshal Mortlor, nttemptod
to make hoad against 70.000 Russians and to
block thoir way to Kflnlgsbere from Frlod-Jnn-

Tho moment was very critical. Marshal
Lannes was sending ofllcors evory Instant to
warn tho Emperor, who was at Eylnu. to hurry
up tho nrmy corps which he knew woro on the
march behind hlra. Marbot was tho first
sont Ho mot tho Emporor just ns ho was
leaving Eylau. and found him beaming.
He called the p to his Bido.
and as tho two galloped on bade him
give on account of all flint had token placo be-
foro ho had left tho field ot battlo. When tho
roport was endod tho Emporor said, pmiilng,
"Havo you a good memory?" "Pretty fair,
sir." " Well, what anniversary Is it the
14th of Juno?" "Marongo." "Yos," replied
tho Emperor, "that of Marongo, nnd I am go-
ing to boat tho Itusslans as I beat tho Aus-
trlans." 8o convinced wns Napoloon on this
point thnt as ho rode along tho columns nnd
whilo the soldiers saluted him with froquont
choers, horopeatodlysaidtothem, "To-da- y Is
a lucky day, tho annlvorsary of Marongo."

Marbot was in Tilsit with Marshal Lannos
during tho conferoncos in that townbotween
Napoleon and tho Emporor of liussln. Tho
unlucky King and Queen of Prussia wore
dooply Interested in the negotiations nnd
took part In somo ot the interviews with
tho Eronch Emporor. Wo are told that
on theso occasions not a trnco of thoir
mutual hatred was visible. Napoloon was

and attentive, tho Queen gracious and
desirous of captivating her former onomy.
Sho hud all the moro need to do so, being woll
aware that tho projocted treaty ot peace cre-
ated undor tho namo of tho kingdom of West-
phalia a now State, whoso territory was to bo
contributed by Electoral Hesso and Prussia.
Tho Quoon could resign horsolf to tho loss of
eevoral provinces, but sho could not makoup her mind to part with tho strong
placo of Magdoburg, the retaining of which
would bo Prussia's safeguard. On hU sldo
Napoloon, who proposod to make his brother
Joromo King of Westphalia, wished to addMagdeburg to tho new State. Marbot was toldthat in ordor to rotnln this important town sho
used all tho methods of frlondllness until Napo-
loon. to chango tho conversation, praised aeuporb roso that tho Quoon was wearing. Thostory goes that sho enld. "Will your

this roso in exchange for Magdo-burg?- "Napoleon was too practical a man to
let himsolf be caught by such an ofTer, and itis averred that while praising tho boauty of
tho rose ond of tho hand which tondored it. hedid not tako tho flower. Tho Queen's oyes
filled with tears, but the Emperor affected notto porcolvo It Ho kept Magdeburg and

tho Oueon politely to tho boat whichwns to tako her across tho Nlomon.

Thero tho Colonel in com-
mand gavo him n breakfast, nnd InBlstod upon
seeing Marbot bHck to bis oarriage, but at hogot In he noticod a largo package which formedno part of his despatches. Marbot was aboutto ask his servant to explain this when tho
Colonel stopped him, saying, In a whisper, thatthe packot contained dresses ot Borlln wool
nnd other stuffs contraband In France
and that thny wore intended for thoEmpress Josophlno, who would he very
crntoful to him for bringing thom. Mar-bo- b

WoteiU that lie would have been veryglad
to obligO thd Empress, but ho knew how in-
flexibly severe Napoleon was toward all smug.
gllng, and haTlcg shed so mnoh blood la flaht- -

ins ha did not wish to loso tho credit obtalnod
In tho Emperor's eyes bytransgrosslng his
laws to obtain a smllo of tlmnks from Joso-
phlno. Accordingly by) flatly refused to render
tho service dostrod ot him. Nevertheless,
whon halt way botwoon Frankfort and Mainz
ho found that the Colonel hnd managed to
tuck into tho carriage n second pnekngoof
contraband goods, and Marbot debated tor
somo tlmo whother ho should nottliinwtho
drosses out into tho road. But hu did not
venturo to do this, and continuod his journey
fully resolvod thnt it tho smuggled goods
wero selzod ho would declare how they had
got Into tho carriage nnd by whom tho
seal of tho Bovonth Light Infantry had
beon put on tho wrapper.

fashion possible, nnd ns Marbot's cnrrlngo
was In their way thoy told tho postillion to
drtvoon. Onco out ot tliolr clutches ho mndo
tho best of his way out of Mainz. Ho learned
afterward that tho authorities ot tho town
woro on thoir legs nil night nnd could not un-
derstand how It happened that tho Emperor
did notarrlvo until two days later.

momolrs. It was Murbot's luck to accompany
tho Emperor through tho war with Austria
which witnossed tho sovoroly contestod battles
ofEckmQhl.Asporn-Essltng.iiii- d Wngram. Our
author does notngroo with tho military critics
who assort that nt Essling Napoloon fell
thoughtlessly Into n trap which thoArchduko
sot for hi in whon ho ordorod the contro of his
nrmy to retlro nnd draw tho Froneh forward
whilo ho was having tho bridges broken, thoir
destruction having boen already decided on.
Marbot asks why. If tho Arehduko know that
ho had undor his hand tho means of breaking
up tho bridges, ho did not hnvo thom
brokon on tho evening of May --'1 (lsuoi. whon
not moro than 125,000 I'reneh troops had
crossod to the loft bank of tho Danube, whom
with the 125,000 at his disposal tho Arehduko
could mako suro of dostrosing or enpturinu?
Would not this havo boon bettor than leaving
tho passago of tho rlvor open to Napoloon all
night, thus enabling him to double Dm forco
which ho could oppose to tho enemy? If
ngnln ho had arranged tho of the
brideos. why did ho during tho nftornoon ot
May 21 loso four or fivo thousand nmn in
attacking tho villages of Essllne and Aspein?
Itwould havo boen much wiser to wait til
Messeno's corps, having Its retreat cut
off, should bo obliged to capitulate.
Why, finally, did tho Arehduko on
the morning of May 22 renew his furi
ous atincK3 upon nnu Asporn Instead
of waiting until tho bridges wero brokon?
Cloarly bocauso he did not know that it was In
his power to dostroy thom. It was only chance
and tho flooded stato of the rhi-- r which
brought down upon tho pontoons tho floating
trees which caused tho first partial breaches,
while later on tho quick wit of nn Austrian of-

llcor brought about the destruction of tho great
bridge by launching Into tho current boats la-

den with burning wood, nnd lastly a huge float-
ing mill, which carried away noarly tho wholo
structure That nothing had beon planned
beforehand waB, according to Marbot admitted
afterward by sovoral of tho oncmlos' Gonorals.
It Is also pointed out that tho cross ot Maria
Theresa would novor havo been conforred
upon the ofllcor who managod to annihilate
tho great bridge If ho had dono no moro than
his duty, and had simply obeyed directions.
According to tho rulos govornlng tho bestowal
of this decoration, tho aspirant had to provo
that in performing n particular nchlovoment
ho hnd actod on an inspiration ot his own nml
not by tho orders of a superior. It was this
chain of reasoning, dovolopod In Marbot's
book. " Considerations on tho Art of War."
which was especially approved by Napoleon
whon ho road tho work at St Helena.

It Is well known that Napoloon. although of
shortstaturo himsolf. had a great preference
for tall, strong, mabcullno men. Now. Kalnto-Crol-

ono of tho most piomlnlng soldiers in
the army during tho four years that followed
tho campaign of Aubtorlitz, nt tho opening of
which ho was but 23, was small, slight, and
with tho faco of a protty,
woman. In this fooble-seemln- g body, how-
ever, thcro was a soul of steel, an
heroic courago, nnd n icstles activity.
Tho Emperor ultimately recognized thoo
qualities, nnd aftor witnessing tho perform-
ances of Snlnto-Ciol- x nt Aiporn-Essin- s hii
opinion of the young mnn's merit becamo so
high that ho said one day to tho Ilus'-ia-

"I havo novor slnco I havo beon In com-
mand ot armlosmot a moro capable ufllccr,
nor one who understood my thought mom
quickly nnd executed It better.
